’ Possibility of Air Attack.

oner plot to seize the island. 


Thirty-one prisoners were kill- 
ed and 139 wounded in the bloody 
fighting. Autopsies showed that 12 
prisoners were killed by their 
fellow. Reds with crude spears. 


14 were wounded. The American 
who was killed had been speared 
and was not killed by a concus- 
sion grenade as first reported. 
Only one American was seriously 
wounded. Seven returned to duty 
and the others will go back in a 
few days. . 
Reds Defy Surrender Order. 
The fighting broke out when 
the P.O.W.s disobeyed orders to 
move peaceably into new, smaller 
inclosures of about 500 each. 
United States Army intelli- 
gence officers found a master 
plan in Compound 76 to liberate 
all 80,000 Communist prisoners 
held on Koje. It called for the 
Reds to seize the island and its 
United Nations garrison and turn 
its weapons against any force 
from the mainland. Further de- 
tails were withheld. ‘ 
Not a shot was fired in the 
barbed-wire encircled battlefield. 
The 750 Americans of the “An- 
gels from Hell” combat team used 
concussion grenades, bayonets, 
tear gas and fists to subdue the 
rebellious 6400 North Koreans. 
The Reds were armed with spears, 
knives, rocks and firebombs. 
Surrendering prisoners were 
hustled off to the new inclosures.

The President made his request 
in a personal address to a joint 
House and Senate session, hastily 
assembled after the collapse last 
night of steel wage negotiations. 


Truman said use of the Taft- 
Hartley law to obtain an injunc- 
tion to end the nationwide strike 
of 650,000 CIO United Steel 
Workers, now in its eighth day, 
would be “grossly unfair,” be- 
cause the workers already had 
postponed their walkout a total of 
more than the 80-day injunction 
period the law provides for. 


However, he said, if Congress 
wants to obtain an injunction 
against the strike, it should di- 
rect the President to seek such a 
court order without waiting for 
the appointment and report of a 
fact-finding board as required 
the Taft-Hartley act. 

The Taft-Hartley approach,

|pelling reasons for not using an

Its effect 
would be to require the workers 
to continue working for another 
long period without change in 
their wages and working condi- 
tions, This would be grossly un- 
faiz. The Wage Stabilization 
Board, the Government agency 
charged with responsibility in 
these matters, has found—and the 
companies have admitted — that 
the workers are entitled to im- 
provements in wages and work- 
ing conditions. The union mem- 
bers stayed at work, at Govern- 
ment request, during the time 
the case was being considered by 
the wage board, and later during 
the period of Government opera- 
tion from April 8 to June 2. In 
these respects, the union and its 
members have co-operated fully 
with the Government in the pub- 
lic interest. And yet the effect 
of a Taft-Hartley labor injunction 
would be to penalize the workers 
and to give the advantage to the 
steel companies. I want to make 
it very plain to the Congress that 
the result of using a Taft-Hartley 
type injunction in this dispute 
would be to take sides with the 
companies and against the work- 
ers. 

Furthermore, a Taft-Hartley in- 
junction would take away man- 
agement’s incentive to bargain 
out the issues in dispute. The 
companies would have nothing to 
lose and everything to gain by 
delaying an agreement for as long 
as the injunction was in effect. 
Thus a Taft-Hartley injunction in 
this case would not only be un- 
fair, it would hamper rather than 
nelp, the collective bargaining ne- 
gotiations. 

Moreover, use of the Taft-Hart- 
ley law would not guarantee a 
restoration of full-scale steel pro- 
duction, which should be our pri- 
mary objective. Nothing in the 
act can restore steel production 
immediately or automatically. As 
the Congress knows, the first step 
that must be taken under that act 
is to appoint a board of inquiry 
to investigate and report the facts

We are engaged, with other 
free countries, in a mighty ef- 
fort to build up the military de- 
fense of the free world.

Now a 
majority of the Supreme Court 
have declared that I cannot take 
the action I believe necessary, 
but have said very clearly that 
the Congress can. 

Whatever may have been the 
intention of the court’s majority 
in setting limits on the President’s 
powers, there can be no question 
of their view that the Congress 
can enact legislation to avoid a 
crippling work stoppage in the 
steel industry. Mr. Justice Black 
said the Congress “can authorize 
the taking of private property for 
public use. It can make laws reg- 
ulating the relationships between 
employers and employes, prescrib- 
ing rules designed to settle labor 
disputes, and fixing wages and 
working conditions. . . .” Mr. 
Justice Frankfurter said that by 
enacting the Taft-Hartley Act, the 
Congress in effect decided ‘that 
“the only recourse for preventing 
a shutdown in any basic industry, 
after failure of mediation, was 
Congress.” Mr. Justice Jackson 
referred to “the ease, expedition 
and safety with which Congress 
can grant” emergency powers of 
the type needed to handle this 
crisis.

Taft, leading the field in the 
race for the Republican presiden- 
tial nomination, told reporters 
that Truman’s arguments were 
“puerile—no, change that to 
childish.”

The 
change was proposed by Senator 
Morse (Rep.), Oregon, who would 
have the legislation to “recom- 
mend” that the President do so. 
He said “recommend” was a more 
respectful word than “request.” 

Senate Democratic Leader Mc- 
Farland of Arizona said he could 
not guess what Congress will do, 
but it “ought to pass a seizure 
bill and get the steel mills back 
to work.” 

Senator Byrd said he would in- 
sist on a Senate vote on use of 
the Taft-Hartley act. He is author 
of an amendment to that act 
which would request the Presi- 
dent to invoke terms of that act. 

“We'll stay in session all night 
if necessary to get a vote,” Byrd 
added. 

Senate Republican Leader 
Bridges of New. Hampshire said 
he agreed with Byrd that a vote 
should come on use of the Taft- 
Hartley act. 

Senator Russell of Georgia, a 
candidate for the Democratic 
presidential nomination, said he 
would support “a fair seizure 
law” in a national emergency.

tlement terms proposed by a Gov- 
ernment board. 

It was Maybank’s idea of how 
to meet the situation created by 
the steel strike. No Republican 
was among the dozen Senators 
who voted for the Maybank plan, 
offered as an amendment to a bill 
to extend price and wage controls. 

All radio and television net- 
works carried the President’s ad- 
dress. They hastily made ar- 
rangements and program switches 
on the short notice that Truman 
would go before Congress. 

When the steel peace talks col- 
lapsed last night both the indus- 
try-and the union said: “We have 
given assurance to our Govern- 
ment that we will co-operate in 
assuring production of military re- 
quirements essential to our forces 
engaged in combatting Communist 
aggressors.” 

As a follow-up to this the 
White House today called in top 
defense and production officials 
to discuss the arrangements for 
resuming enough steel production 
to meet “critical defense require- 
ments.” 

Presidential Assistant John R. 
Steelman said Defense Secretary 
Robert Lovett, Munitions Board 
Chairman John Small, Defense 
Production Chief H H, Fowl- 
er and White House Aid David 
Stowe would go over the entire 
list of defense needs and decide 
how much production is necessary. 

Steelman’s office also said Steel- 
man, who is acting defense mobil- 
izer, ‘probably ‘would meet later in 
the day with officials of the steel 
industry and the steel workers 
union. 

The nation’s output of steel is 
down to 12% per cent of normal 
capacity. For direct defense needs i¢% 
—not including “defense-support” 
production to strengthen Euro- 
pean defenses against Commu- 
nism—the armed forces use ap- 
proximately 15 per cent of total 
output. But the military requires 
up to 80 per cent of some scarce

The Commerce Department’s 
office of international trade last 
week called a halt to the licensing 
of new exports, but licenses al- 
ready had been granted covering 
most planned shipments up ‘to 
Oct. 1.

St. Loufs county faced a serious 
new water shortage today follow- 
ing a break in an important 24- 
inch main on Olive Street road 
and resultant serious damage to 
the nearby Ross avenue booster 
pumping station. 

W. Victor Weir, president of the 
St. Louis County Water Co., said 
'the firm’s pumping capacity would 
be cut from 48,500,000 galions a 
day to 36,000,000 “for at ieast two 
or three days” and that during 
that time “all non-essential water 
use must be eliminated.” 

Pointing out that in the last 
week water consumption has 
ranged from 40,000,000 to more 
than 50,000,000 gallons a day, 
Weir said he would ask county 
health authorities and police tc 
co-operate in obtaining drastic 
reduction in water use, particular- 
ly for lawn sprinkling, irrigation 
and air conditioning. 

Although there were general 
rains in the area this morning, 
the .weather forecast was for 
more hot, dry weather. 

Break Near Ballas Road, 


The break in the main occurred 
just west of Ballas road, about 
half way between the utility’s Hog 
Hollow road pumping plant on 
the Missouri river and the main

~ BiGGEST. WHEAT CROP 


1,326,157,000 ‘ Bushels Ex- 
pected in First Full Es- 
timate for 1952. 


WASHINGTON, June 10 (UP) 
~The Agriculture Department to- 
day made its first estimate of total 
wheat. preduction for 1952 and 


predicted a 1,326,157,000 bushel 
crop, second largest on record. 

The total was made up of an 
estimated winter wheat output of 
1,060,298,000 bushels and expected 
production of 265,859,000 bushels 
of spring-planted wheat. Only the 
crops of 1947 beat the all-wheat 
crop forecast. 

The department said its spring 
wheat estimate was ‘based largely 
on. farmers’ planting intentions 
reported last March. The Crop 
Reporters’ June prediction for 
fall-planted winter wheat was up 
from the 986,468,000 bushels indi- 
cated last month. 


SENATE GROUP 
REJECTS TRUMAN’S 
POSTMASTER PLAN 


WASHINGTON, June 10 {(AP)— 
The Senate Government Opera- 
tions Committee today voted 8 to 
2 against President Truman’s plan 
to change the way postmasters 
are selected. 

The Truman plan calls for: (1) 
Putting all the postmasters under 
strict civil service provisions, and 
(2)-taking away from the Senate 


the power to reject any postmas- 
ter appointees. . 

Truman’s reorganization pro- 
posal will automatically go into 
effect unless a majority of the 
Senate (49) or of the House (218) 
vote against it by» June 20. 


The committee action today 
sends the proposal to the floor. 

Also disapproved today were 
two other presidential -reorgani-, 
zation plans to khock oyt Senate 
confirmation of 94 United States 
marshals and about 55 customs 
collectors and other customs offi- 
cials, The votes on these. were 


7-2 and 6-4 respectively.

BRITISH GROUP 
IN TRADE DEAL 
WITH RED CHINA 


BERLIN, June 10 (AP)—A pri- 
vate British trade delegation, 
headed by Sydney Silverman, a 
Labor member of Parliament, 
said last night it has concluded 
ararngements for the sale of 
£6.500,000 ($18,200,000) worth of 
British textiles and chemicals to 
Red China. 

Silverman left by plane for 
London after taking part in the 

egotiations for three days in the 
Roviet sector of Berlin. A joint 
British-Chinese statement said 
the prospective textile and chem- 
ical sales implemented an agree- 
ment reached at the Moscow eco- 
nomic conference in April. Nego- 
tiations are continuing for other 
British commodities such as 
metals. The Chinese are known 
to be seeking British equipment 
for their steel and machine in- 
dustries. 

In return for textiles and chem- 
fcais the Chinese offer soybeans, 
bristles, wood oil, frozen eggs, oil 
seeds, oil cakes and animal prod- 
ucts. 

A British Board of Trade 
spokesman in London said: “‘Ex- 
port of the various goods listed 
in the deal would have to be 
subject to the granting of an ex- 
port license to China.”

Lineup of South. 

Thus far, much of the South is 
claimed for Senator Robert A. 
Taft of Ohio. In 11 Southern 
states—outside the Southwest — 
Taft claims 97 convention votes 
to 21 for Eisenhower. 

But in these same 11 states 
there are 55 uncommitted votes, 
a coveted plum in next month’s 
Chicago convention, 

In the three states Eisenhower 
woos today, the lineup according 
to the Associated Press tabula- 
tion of delegates is: . 

Alabama—Nine for Taft, four 
for Eisenhower, one uncommitted. 

Georgia—All 17 uncommitted. 

North Carolina—13 for Taft, 
seven for Eisenhower and six un- 
committed. 

It was Mrs. Clare Boothe Luce, 
form Connecticut Congresswoman, 
who said yesterday that Eisen- 
hower “explained that the tech- 
niques of war have chahged and 
that the-leader in a modern war 
must know a great deal, par- 
ticularly about. economics and 
diplomacy and other questions 
which in the past have not been 
in a military man’s purview.” 

In this remark, Eisenhewer ap- 
parently had in mind criticism 
from Gen. Douglas MacArthur, a 
Taft supporter, who has warned 
against a military group running 
the nation. 

1948 Convention Recalled. 

Mrs. Luce said Eisenhower re- 
called that another general’s name 
was placed in nomination at the 
1948 G.O.P. convention. The gen- 
eral was MacArthur, but Eisen- 
hower was not quoted as identi- 
fying him specifically. 

Mrs. Luce added that Eisen- 
hower said he could not remem- 
ber any statements from that gen- 
eral at that time that a military 
man should not be President. 

During the morning Eisenhower 
called at the office of a Man- 
hattan doctor for what he.called 
“a routine eye check.” 

“You know, that pink eye I 
had. I want to check to make 
sure it hasn’t bothered me,” he 
told a reporter. 

Later Eisenhower made his first 
visit to his office at Columbia 
University since February 1951, 
then attended a special meeting 
of the university trustees. He 
has been on leave of absence 
from his post as Columbia presi- 


‘dent since Dec. 19, 1950.

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Plane Flies 15 Miles Above Earth 
To Break World Altitude Record 


Douglas-Built Navy Sky- 
rocket Reaches Height 
of ‘Better Than 79,000 
Feet’ in Test. 


WASHINGTON, June 10 (AP)— 
The National Advisory Commit- 
tee for Aeronautics reported yes- 
terday that a test pilot has flown 
approximately 15 miles above the 
earth to set a new world altitude 
record for piloted aircraft. 

Walter T. Bonney, an N.A.C.A. 
official, said the feat was per- 
formed by test pilot Bill Bridge- 
man flying a Douglas-built Navy 


Skyrocket last Aug. 15. 

Bonney said radar-photo equip- 
ment carried by the plane showed 
it reached a height of “better 
than 79,000 feet.” He said the 
Navy authorized publication of 
N.A.C.A.’s estimate. 


The Defense Department has 
acknowledged only that the Sky- 
rocket had broken all existing alti- 
tude records. 


The former official mark of 72,- 
394 feet was established by Orvil 
Anderson and Albert Stevens in 
a balloon near Rapid City, South 
Dakota, in November, 1935. 

Bonney reported the new rec- 
ord in an article in the Fair- 
child Engine and Airplane Corp. 
magazine, Pegasus. 

Bonney also reported that the | 
experimental airplanes Bell X-2' 
and Douglas X-3—designed for 
supersonic flight—are scheduled 
to be flown for the first time 
this year.

Bridgeman’s record flight was | 
made out of Edwards Air Force 
Base in California. His altitude | 
topped by better than three miles 
the official piloted aircraft rec- 
ord, That was 62,395 feet, set 
March 23, 1948, by John Cunning- 


ham, a British test pilot, in a 
Vampire Jet plane. 

Last July 3, Bridgeman had 
flown the Skyrocket at “unprec- 


edented” speed and height, the 


Navy announced at that time. 

The Skyrocket on its latest rec- 
ord flight was dropped from the 
bomb bay of a Superfortress at 
35,000 feet, and Bridgeman cut in 
its four rocket tubes to shoot up- 
ward in front of the bomber. 

It took him 10 seconds to pene- 
trate the sonic barrier at 662 
miles an hour and he soon at- 
tained a speed of 1000 miles an 
hour. His initial upward course 
was at an angle of about 65 de- 
grees, but as his plane gathered 
speed, it took a steeper angle. 


As he reached his planned alti- 


tude, Bridgeman leveled his plane 
off to obtain high speed perform- 
ance data at speeds that may pos- 
sibly have reached 1300 miles an 
hour. 

When his three tons of fuel was 
exhausted, three minutes after 
his takeoff, Bridgeman began his 
long glide to earth for a perfect 
dead stick landing.

And there 
Was no commodity price rise 
abroad to offset it.

A bulletin from Helsinki 
which reached this desk a few 
days ago advises Helsinki-bound 
Americans that the adjusted 
travel marks rate will be help- 
ful to tourists to the extent of 
perhaps 50° per cent. . . . Fin- 
nish marks rate 231 to the dol- 
lar, while travel marks are ex- 
pected to rise to a possible high 
of 350 marks in buying power.

Colson said he feels his action 
in preparing, signing, and deliy- 
ering to the Reds a letter con-: 
taining the concessions “was not 
only fully justified but bore the 
approval of headquarters above 
me.” 

Slaughter the Alternative. 

Both officers said any other 
course would have resulted in 


Dodd’s death, the slaughter of | * 


thousands of Communist prison- 
ers, and killing of many civilians 
and United Nations personne). 
They said this would have handed 
the- Communists a far more pow- 
erful propaganda weapon than 
they got in Colson’s letter. 

Statements by the two officers’ 
were made public by the House 
Armed Services Committee. They 
were obtained and supplied to 
House and Senate Armed Serv- 
ices committees by the Defense 
Department. The department also 
supplied a chronological account 
of the numerous prison riots pre- 
ceding the Dodd incident and a 
detailed report on his capture 
and release. 

The report showed that Colson 
had’ been advised by Brig. Gen. 
Paul F. Yount. his superior, to 
“agree to anything reasonable” 
to free Dodd but “to admit noth- 
ing that was untrue.” Colson 
cleared the first draft of his con- 
cession letter with Yount, and 
read him the second draft over 
The report said 


“certain key words” in this ver- 
sion were not received by Yount. 
Young was reprimanded by the 
Army for his part in the affair. 

Third Revision Not Cleared. 

A third revision, which the 
Communists accepted as the price 
of Dodd’s release, was not cleared 
by I ee with Yount, the report 
said. 

In it Colson agreed that “in 
the future” prisoners could ex- 
pect humane treatment’.and no 
“more” forcible screening. He 
also promised there would be no 
“rearming” of: prisoners. 

Colson prepared the letter aft- 
er Dodd, by telephone, advised 
him against using force to rescue 
him on the grounds that “the 
prisoners would kill him and 
break out of all compounds si- 
multaneously,” the official report 
disclosed. 

“It was either a question of 
igning that or accepting large- 
scale bloodshed,” Dodd said. .“I 
feel that I was in the best. posi- 
tion te evaluate the reaction of 
the prisoners of war. 

“Because of a message which I 
had just seen from Gen. (Matthew 
B.) Ridgway to the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, I feel that I was justi- 
fied in assuming that large-scale 
bloodshed was‘unacceptable to the 
United Nations cause. ... 

“The solution was the very best 
that could be obtained. It is re- 
gretted that it is not so consid- 
ered ‘by higher headquarters.” 

Doing His Duty, He Says. 

Dodd defended his action in 
going to the prison gate—the step 
that led to his seizure—as a nec- 
essary part of his duty to prepare 
a roster of the 80,000 prisoners at 
Koje and to make plans for their 
transfer to more secure camps. 

Colson said he was fully aware ‘ 
of the use to which the Commu- 
nists would put his written con- 
cessions but said he felt “they 
were the least that the Commu- 
nists would accept.”

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Keynoter Role 
For MacArthur 
Disturbs Army 


He’s Still on Active 
Duty, and Rules 
Forbid Part in Po- 
litical Rally.

WASHINGTON, June 10 (AP). 


HE choice of Gen. Mac- 

Arthur for keynote speaker at 

the Republican national con- 
vention may compel nervous Pen- 
tagon lawyers to lay out political 
ground rules for the former Pa- 
cific commander. 


The Army’s legal experts are 
known to have been tip-toeing for 
some time around the question of 
whether MacArthur's activities 
have strayed beyond the bounds 
of military regulations that forbid 
officers on active duty to engage 
in political campaigning. 

Up to now, all they worried 
about were MacArthur's speeches, 
statemetits and support of Sena- 
tor Taft for the Republican presi- 
dential nomination. Unless he 
resigns from the Army ahead of 
time, however, MacArthur’s key- 
noting of the G.O.P. convention 
will lead: to even more fingernail 
biting. The regulations specifical- 
ly bar “activity at political con- 
ventions” and “the making of po- 
litical speeches.” 


Eisenhower Frees Self. 


Gen. Eisenhower freed himself 
for such activity by applying for 
retirement and getting it. Al- 
though it wasn’t necessary, he also 
gave up his pay and allowances 
of $19,541 a year. MacArthur, by 
applying for retirement too, could 
make himself as free as Eisen- 
hower to mix in politics. At pres- 
ent he is a salaried officer on 
_e duty but without any com- 
mand. 


Even in retirement, some mili- 
tary lawyers say,. it would be 
necessary for both Eisenhower 
and MacArthur to pull their 
punches at the Democrats. The 
uniform code of military justice, 
applying to active and retired 
officers, says in Article 88 that an 
officer who uses “contemptuous 
words” against the President, 
Vice President, Cabinet, members 
of Congress, Governors or state 
or territorial legislators “sheil be 
punished as a court martial may 
direct.”

Violation of military rules is 
punishable by a court martial. 


Under the Army manual for 
courts-martial, even a civilian can 
start action against an officer he 
believes has violated the code of 
justice. Anyone subject to the 
code also may prefer charges. 
Usually, the manual says, charges 
are preferred by the commander 
who is the immediate superior 
of the person accused. 

As commander in chief, the 
President is the superior of a 
five-star general. As a practical 
matter, however, the legal experts 
are inclined to doubt that any 
underling would be inclined to 
bring charges against a top gen- 
eral, or that in an election year 
a President himself would do so 
on a political basis.

Secretary Replies to 
Gen. Hudelson’s Ap- 
praisal of Korea Sit- 
uation..

June 10 (AP), 
ECRETARY OF THE ARMY 
S FRANK PACE JR, thoroughly 
disagrees with Maj. Gen. Dan- 
iel H. Hudelson that United Na- 
tions forces in Korea lack the 
manpower to face the Communist 

hordes and win the war. 


“Any opinion to the effect that 
United Nations forces in Korea 
would be defeated if the Commu- 
nists should attack,” Pace de- 
clared yesterday, “is contrary to 
everything that our highest mili- 
tary leaders in the field—the men 
who know most about the ssitu- 
ation—have to report. 

“For my part, I'll put my trust 
in the ability of the armed forces 
of our nation and those of our 
allies to meet any challenge which 
the Communists may make,” Pace 
said in a statement. 


He was commenting on an in- 
terview in Los Angeles by Hudel- 
son, a reserve officer who is re- 
turning to civilian life after 21 
months active duty, including 
service as commander of the For- 
tieth Division in Korea. 


Hudelson, who said in his orig- 
inal interview, “I’m not sure why 
we’re even fighting,” told report- 
ers later: “Secretary Pace is a 
fine gentleman, and as Secretary 
undoubtedly has access to infor- 
mation not available to a poor 
old broken-down commander just 
back from Korea. I was speaking 
only from personal experience.” 


An oil company executive until 
his recall to duty, Hudelson said 
he expects to be out of the Army 
within two or three days. Brig. 
Gen. Joseph P. Cleland, a regular 
Army officer, is replacing him as 
commander of the Fortieth.

Supreme Court on Steel 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


___ In my opinion the Supreme Court in 

‘the steel case has handed down a ma- 
‘jority decision which is both reprehen- 
‘sible and dangerous. 

It is another example of the tendency 
of many persons in high places to in- 
terpret “freedom of enterprise” to mean 
“freedom of corporate enterprise” and 

‘the devil take the individual. 

’ As a physician I am subject to the 
doctor-draft legislation. There is little 
doubt in my mind that this act of Con- 

.-gress is unconstitutional — being dis- 
criminatory in that no other profes- 

‘sional or skilled group is singled out 
for compulsory service. 

However, as Chief Justice Vinson so 
cogently observed, “These are extraor- 
dinary times,” and they call for ex- 
“‘traordinary action. Therefore I have 
“raised no outcry against this necessary 

» injustice; and, to my knowledge, no 
“public or legal resistance has been of- 
_fered by any of the thousands of physi- 

ans involved. 

’°“ But for the President to dare to lay 
‘hands on the property of the profiteer- 
ing and recalcitrant steel industry at a 
time when a few weeks’ loss of steel 
oe seme may place the entire nation 

jeopardy—this is “illegal and uncon- 

gtitutional.” 

‘Of course it can be pointed out that 
the doctor-draft law was passed by 
Congress whereas the steel seizure was 

-.@n executive action. However, the need 

...0f the armed services for doctors was a 
need that could be satisfied over a pe- 
riod of many months. 

On the contrary, the threat to steel 
production was immediate and its ef- 

_ fects possibly disastrous; it could be 
met only with immediate action. Does 

‘anyone in his right mind believe that 

‘this situation could have been handled 
by congressional action in less than 
several months—if indeed it would have 
ever been handled at all?

The: new real estate financing terms an- 
nounced by the Federal Rese?ve Board make 
home owning sound like a bargain and a breeze. 
On a house costing $7000 or less, the down pay- 
ment has been slashed to 5 per cent—$350 or 
less—and the balance may be paid off over a 
period running as long as 25 years. More 
moderate cuts in down payment requirements 
have been made in connectian with more costly 
houses. | : 

‘Though home construction was expected to 
‘set a new record in the United States this year 
even before the easier terms were fixed, the 
latter are expected to step up the buying and 
selling of houses quite a bit. Real Estate Row 
expects a flurry of activity. But making it 
easier to undertake the purchase of a home is 
not an unmixed blessing since every dollar 
knocked off the down payment adds a dollar 
plus interest to the balance which must be paid 
off, 

* » ° 

To a man of limited means who cannot find 
suitable rental property, a small down payment 
may be a real boon. It may mean the differ- 
ence between being able to get a house for his 
family and not being able to get one. And he 
may regard his monthly payments as he would 
regard rent. But as he signs on the dotted 
line, he ought to realize what obligations he 
is assuming. He ought to realize especially 
that the longer the period of payments, the 
greater his eventual total cost will be. 


Monthly payments on a 10-year loan obvious- 
ly will be considerably higher than on a 25-year 
loan. But they also will reduce the principal 
of the debt much faster. Not only will the 
borrower be out of debt 15 years earlier, but 
he will have avoided the necessity of paying 
interest for those years, A comparable saving 
would be made on, say, a 15-year loan. 


A more graphic way of putting it is to say 
that at the same rate of interest—say 5 per 
cent—a $10,000 house paid for over 20 years 
would cost $15,789.80 while the same house paid 
for in 10 years would cost only $14,105.60.

This is not to say that the Federal Reserve 
Board necessarily made a mistake in reducing 
down payment requirements, or that a home- 
buyer would make a mistake in taking advan- 
tage of the easier terms. Values are relative. 
Much Gepends on how desperately a house is 
needed, and on how much money the purchaser 
has available both for a down payment and for 
the subsequent monthly payments. Undoubted- 
ly small payments spread over a long number 
of years tend to permit more people to own 
homes; but they also make those homes more 
expensive. : 

Considering the quality of some present home 
construction, a prospective purchaser certainly 
ought to get the advice of a reliable real estate 
broker or banker before signing on the dotted 
line. He ought to know how much he is under- 
taking to pay and, if possible, just what kind of 
a house he is likely to have by the time it is 
really his own. 


McCarran Against the Press 

Senator McCarran of Nevada has been having 
his way on too many things around Washington 
of late. He needs a setback and, unless we 
miss our guess, one is on the way. This is in 
connection with his resolution to bar camera 
and radiO coverage of Senate committee hear- 
ings. A check of the text shows that newspaper 
photographers would also fall under the ban in 
all probability. 

That is something the American newspaper 
reader would not accept. When a congressional 
hearing is held on an important subject, the 
citizen not only wants to read about the testi- 
mony. He also wants to have a look at the 
picture of the witness. It is his government 
and the citizen has a right to see it in operation. 


This does not mean that a congressional com- 
mittee meeting should be turned into a Holly- 
wood movie set. It does not,mean that the cov- 
erage should be so extensive and so noisy as to 
interfere with the proceedings. What it does 
mean is that reasonable reporting, by news 
account and picture, is a part of our democracy 
in action. The McCarran resolution as it stands 
should be voted down with a chorus of Nays.

As he puts it in Son- 
net 88, still laying the flattery on thick and 
spelling it out in full: 
Ah, yet doth beauty, like a dial-hand, 
Steal from his figure, and no pace perceived;

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Communists Call for a Truce 

Responsibility for the virtual breakdown in 
truce talks at Panmunjom is beginning to 
weigh on the Communists. Their high com- 
mand has asked the U.N. delegates to return 
to the conference table forthwith and join in 
settlement of the prisoner-of-war issue. - 

If the Reds want a truce they can get one in 
short order. All they need to do is to stop 
arguing over the details which can and should 
be settled after the shooting stops. . 

It soon will be a year since negotiations began 
at Kaesong. V. Adm. Joy, head of the U.N. dele- 
gation through virtually the whole of the time, 
knows perhaps better than any other man how 
unreasonable and how exasperating the Com- 
munist side has been. And Admiral Joy, who is 
the new Annapolis commandant, knows it from 
having lived daily with the tactics of delay and 
bad faith which have characterized the Red 
performance. 

Once again the Communists say they have 
proposed the “practicable plans.” In these 
practicable plans is the demand that all North 
Korean war prisoners be returned north of the 
battleline. That is impossible since it would 
mean certain death for no one knows how many. 


The U.N. proposal is fair enough. Let there 
be a new screening and let it be scrupulously 
fair to both sides. If‘the Reds want a truce 
they will not continue to hold out on this point. 
If they do hold out, it will be a sign that the 
prisoner issue is only an excuse for killing time. 
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Tragedy’s Screaming Approach 

It is clear that the deafening wails of two 
sirens were & major contributing factor in the 
collision of Hook-and-Ladder 9 and a pumper 
from nearby Engine House 17. Three firemen 
were killed and six others were injured—a tragic 
loss to the department and to the families of the 
victims. The two trucks, which cost St.; Louis 
taxpayers a total of $45,000, were damaged be- 
yond repair. 

Each of the heavy trucks was responding to 
the same alarm, a $25 blaze in a vacant dwell- 
ing. The firemen, of course, had no prior 
knowledge of what lay ahead and, as is custom- 
ary, each vehicle sped from its station with 
sirens shrieking. Witnesses say the sirens were 
sounding when the trucks ran together at 
Vandeventer and Easton avenues. 

The siren’s function is to warn of the ap- 
proach of an emergency vehicle. For this job 
it serves adequately, except in one circumstance. 
It is almost impossible for persons on a vehicle 
from which a siren is screaming to hear a simi- 
lar signal from another vehicle. This is likely 
to be so even when pitch is varied so that one 
wail is higher or lower than the other. 

Fire Chief Kammann recalls that when he 
was in charge of the hook-and-ladder force he 
ordered his drivers to approach the Vandeven- 
ter-Easton crossing with caution because of the 
chance of meeting the pumper. This suggests 
that on runs of this kind a system of priorities 
should be worked out so that one truck would 
have the right of way and the others would pro- 
ceed slowly past the danger point. The _in- 
herent dangers demand new safeguards. 
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Democratic Plot Exposed! 

Here is a hot tip for Republicans, especially 
those who like Ike. A widely known and rarely 
challenged journal of political opinion solemnly 
warns them that Gen. Eisenhower is a “Trojan 
horse.” His campaign for the Republican pres- 
idential nomination is an outright fraud. As 
soon as his name is placed in the No. 1 spot 
on the G.O.P. ticket, he will throw off his dis- 
guise and reveal himself as a dyed-in-the-wool, 
100 per cent Democrat. 

This is the first word of this authority on 
the presidential situation. It is so concerned 
with this expose of the Eisenhower plot, hatched 
by the General and prominent Democratic 
leaders after they became sure that President 
Truman could not be re-elected, that it does 
not even waste any words on Senator Taft and 
other political aspirants. The only reason for 
Gen. Eisenhower’s current silence, it warns, is 
a super-cautious prudence against giving away 
the plot by some slip of oratory.

We favor consultation be- 
tween the executive and members of both 
major parties in the legislative branch in 
the initiation and development of a united 
American foreign policy; and we deplore 
the tragic consequences of the Administra- 
tion’s failure to pursue those objectives in 
many fields,- particularly in the secret 
agreements of Yalta, subsequently con- 
firmed at Potsdam, which have created new 
injustices and new dangers. 


We favor full support of the United Na- 
tions and the improvement of its charter so 
that it may be an effective international 
organization prepared to mobilize public 
opinion and the armed forces of the ‘world 
against aggression. We favor full support 
of the inter-American system and of our 
treaty obligations in the North Atlantic 
Community. 

We advocate a strong policy against the 
spread of Communism or Fascism at home 
and abroad. We support aid to those states 
resisting Communism but said aid should 
be given only if it is essential to our na- 
tional security, if it is within the total 
limits which the American economy can

It is not coincidental that so many of 
the modern realists have chosen Holly- 
wood as their setting. There is something 
about this civilization artificially created 
from a sterile, barren desert that- lends 
itself to the mood of Eliot’s wasteland and 
to literature of the sterility of life.

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The press conference in its full- 
est modern development, as at 
Abilene, is an ordeal which 
searches a man’s personality far 
more deeply than it does his 
principles and his policies. The 
press conference has become an 
institution, created by the Amer- 
ican press, for overcoming that 
growing threat to honest journal- 
ism, the ghost-written speech and 
the public relations facade. 


When it is operating fully, as 
it was at Abilene, it is virtually 
impossible to get away with de- 
ception or evasion, That is to say 
that it is virtually impossible in 
such a_ specially sophisticated 
audience to pretend to know 
more than you do know, or to 
pretend to have taken a bold 
stand when in fact you are sitting 
on the fence. we 

And so, while the quick answers 
to the very broad questions do 
not necessarily, or even often, 
throw great light on the prob- 
lems and the policies, the net re- 
sult is to disclose the man’s tem- 
perament and personality. Noth- 
ing else, no set speech and no 
written document, can d6 this 
because so rarely nowadays are 


they the work of the man him- 
self. 


That is why the country, quite 
rightly, is paying much more at-

m | than to the set speech on Wednes- 
&iday afternoon. For that speech, 


though no doubt Gen. Eisenhower 
wrote it himself, has certain of 
the telltale marks—I would even 
say footprints — of having been 
edited by a committee.

This spectacular week has 


e : shown, I think beyond serious 


dispute, that Eisenhower has 
great personal fitness for high 
office and for the storm and 
stress which lie ahead of the 
next President. He is made for 
difficult times and I believe that 
his own qualities bring out in 
others the qualities that are most 
needed in times when the de- 
cisions are hard. 


I find it deeply reassuring that 
without any evasiveness he has 
left himself entirely uncommitted 
for the great issues of war and 
peace which lie ahead of us, and 
that he is therefore free to deal 
with them on their merits. 

Perhaps it would be better to 
say that he has left a new admin- 
istration free to deal with the 
critical issues on their merits. 
For what Eisenhower is offering 
the country is not the Messianic 
“leadership” of one who knows 
the way and is calling on the 
country to follow him in a 
crusade. Nobody knows the way. 
Those who pretend that they 
know it are fools or knaves. 


Washingtonian Model. 


What Eisenhower is offering 
the country is a chance to rally 
and gather together, and by this 
very rallying and gathering to- 
gether to find the way to solve 
problems and to overcome dan- 
gers that are insoluble and over- 
whelming as long as the country 
remains so divided. 

This is the Washingtonian 
model of the presidency. It is 
the style of the Washington who 
managed for so long and in a 
most critical period of our history 
to keep both, Hamilton and Jef- 
ferson in his cabinet. 

If we are to fird our way to 
“real peace and security in the 
world,” we shall have to rise 
above those internal divisions of 
our.own which have poisoned and 
paralyzed, which are poisoning 
and paralyzing, so tragically and 
it could be so disastrously, the 
conduct of our own foreign 
policy.

ALICE E. AUSTEN DIES; 
NOTED WOMAN PHOTOGRAPHER

Elizabeth Austen, America’s first 
great woman photographer, died 
yesterday at her home on Staten 
Island. She was 86 years old. 
Recognition of Miss Austen 
came belatedly and at the lowest 
point of her life, when she had 
lost her wealth and her showplace 
family home. Confined to a wheel- 
chair, she was living in the Staten 
Island poorhouse. : 
When she had to give up the 
family mansion in 1945, she gave 
her collection of more than 7000 
photographs to the Staten Island 
Historical Society. 

There, they gathered dust until 
C. Coapes Brinley became curator 
of photography and discovered 
them in 1948. Life magazine pub- 
lished several pages of them, and 
Miss Austen was widely acclaimed 
as the “female Matthew Brady.”

The Case for Presidential Power

In ordinary times this is not 
an acute question. But in a period 
of crisis such as the present it 
casts a dark shadow of doubt on 
the capacity of 
government to 
meet imminent 
danger or the 
threat of it 
There are some 
instructive anal- 
ogies out of that 
other time of 
crisis and travail 
when, in 1861, 
the Union 
seemed about to 
be forever shat- 
tered. A Demo- 
cratic congressman from Ohio, 
Clement Vallandigham, when he 
failed of re-election made a series 
of inflammatory speeches that en- 
couraged soldiers to desert from 
the Union ranks. 


After this had gone on for some 
time, Vallandigham was arrested 
in the dead of night by the mili- 
tary and sentenced to a military 
prison for the duration of the war. 
His lawyers petitioned in federal 
court for a writ of habeas corpus 
in order to free him. Judge 
Humphrey H. Leavitt denied the 
writ in an opinion in which he 
pointed out that the powers of 
the President under the Constitu- 
tion were not clearly specified. 
Judge Leavitt said: 


Lincoln’s Compromise. 


“Where there is no express leg- 
islative direction, the President 
is guided solely by his own judg- 
ment and discretion, and is only 
amenable for an abuse of his 
authority by impeachment, prose- 
cuted according to the require- 
ments of the Constitution. 

“The occasion which calls for 
the exercise: of this power exists 
only from the necessity of the 
case; and when the necessity ex- 
ists, there is a clear justification 
of the act. If this view of the 
power of the President is correct, 


it undoubtedly implies the right 


to arrest persons who, by their 
mischievous acts of disloyalty, im- 
pede or endanger the military op- 
erations of the Government, ...” 


The Man and the Power. 


A furious outcry arose and Lin- 
coln, as a compromise, ordered 
Vallandigham sent into the Con- 
federate lines. If he returned, he 
was to be arrested and impris- 
oned again. In reply to protests 
from several groups of citizens, 
Lincoln discussed the powers of 
the President as set out in the 
Constitution. Answering the charge 
that he wanted to be a personal 
dictator, Lincoln wrote: 

“This question, divested of the 
phraseology calculated to repre- 
sent me as struggling for an arbi- 
trary personal rrerogative, is 
either simply a question who shall 
decide, or an affirmation that no- 
body shall decide, what the pub- 
lie safety does require in cases of 
rebellion. 

“The Constitution contemplates 
the question as likely to occur for 
decision, but it does not expressly 
declare who is to decide it. By 
necessary implication, when re-

Poor Legal Work. * 


President Truman’s position has 
been weakened for several rea- 
sons. First, he failed to invoke 
the provisions of the Taft-Hartley 
Act for an 80-day waiting peri- 
od. Yet inasmuch as _ bargain- 
ing negotiations had been 
stalled for four months, with-the 
steel workers and a large propor- 
tion of all union labor cqnvinced 
that this was a deliferate stall 
by the steel companies, possibly 
the Taft-Hartley injunction proc- 
ess would not have been an ef- 
fective means for preventing a 
work stoppage. 

Obviously Mr. Truman feared 
the political consequences of ‘such 
a move. Second, of course,;the 
presentation of the case for tem- 
porary seizure of the steel com- 
panies was miserably handled 
from start to finish. 

The only real answer, where 
private groups are highly orga- 
nized and in possession of such 
great power as the steel compa- 
nies and the union, is reasonable 
compromise reached between 
them on a voluntary basis.

‘WASHINGTON, June 10 (AP)— 
Aftorney General James P. Mc- 
Granery told the nation’s United 
States district attorneys today to 
give him an immediate report on 
tHe criminal cases which have 
been pending longest in their 
offices. 

McGranery said he wanted ex- 
act and detailed information on 
cases where no prosecution has 
been undertaken. 

It was the first major step taken 
by McGranery since he was sworn 
in as head of the Justice Depart- 
ment May 27. 

McGranery, a former United 
States District Judge in Philadel- 
phia, was named to replace J. 
Howard McGrath, who was let out 
of the Cabinet April 3, the same 
day ‘he fired Newbold Morris as 
his corruption.hunter. 


McGranery issued his instruc- 
tions to some 94 federal prose- 
cutors assembled here to get ac- 
quainted with their new boss. 


“Some matters pending as long 
as six months may be too long,” 
McGranery told the district at- 
torteys. “If no prosecution has 
been started I want to know your 
reasons.” 


MeGranery, who has said he 
will head his own drive against 
whatever wrongdoing he finds in 
the Government, said that among 
other things he wants the prose- 
cutors to give him detailed in- 
formation on any private law 
practice held by them or their 
chief assistants. 


Such practices are not forbid- 
den by law provided the federal 
prosecufor gives first attention to 
his official duties and takes no 
part. as a private attorney in 
cases involving the United States 
Government. 

McGranery said he will ex- 
amine personally every case which 
invdlves alleged graft or touches 
federal officialdom. When such 
cases are recommended for dis- 


missal by local prosecutors, he | 
said; the reason must be “made ' ; 


of record.” 

Whenever a prosecutor turns 
up evidence of an attempt at in- 
fluence peddling, “‘the prosecutor 
must report this at once to me, 
with complete details.”

THAT WORD “EXORBITANT.” 


T the present time, this 
A wor is familiar chiefly in con- 

nection with prices, your al- 
usion to the “exorbitant” price 
of something suggesting an over- 
charge, or at least costs higher 
than they should be. The word 
has other applications, of course, 
such as “exorbitant demands, 
where the connection may not be 
with money or costs. Always, how- 
ever, the word’s implication is of 
something too much, of costs or 
demands too high. And this is a 
sort of specialization of what is 
really its intrinsic meaning. 

“Exorbitant’ derives from the 
Latin “exorbitare,” which means 
“to go out of the track.” The 
root here is “orbita,” track. Thus, 
“exorbitant” describes something 
as departing from its track or 
usual course—as the world might 
depart from the orbit in which 
it spins on its axis, or a train 
might jump to the track! Thus one 
of the old. writers referred to a 
people subjected to treatment “ex- 
orbitant, and such as their laws 
had not provided for.” 

The specializing of “exorbi- 
tant,” from the implications of its 
origin to the sense in which we 
use it today, is not difficult to 
understand. From the idea of 
leaving the track came the impli- 
cation of disregarding limitations, 
and from this evolved the sense 
of excessive, extravagant, inordi- 
nate, as applied particularly to de- 
mands, requirements, costs.

The ‘Negative’ Child

O, I won’t; I won't go in there,” were the first words 
we heard Betty utter. Her mother and father had 
brought her to our Institute becduse they said she was 
so negative. At 412 she was the despair of both parents 
because she would not do a thing in the way she was told to 
do it, but always either refused, or did just the opposite of 
what she was told. 

During her visit to us she lived up to her reputation! 
She was so determined to be negative that, except when she 
occasionally forgot herself and had a_ good time in spite of 
her determination not to, she was fardly able to follow out 
a single one of our commands or suggestions.

WE GAVE HER BLOCKS to play with. She wanted to 
draw. We gave her a pencil and paper, and she wanted a 
colored crayon. We suggested that she hold her arms down 
straight at her sides, while being photographed, and she folded 
them tight across her chest and stared at us defiantly. 

‘“You see what we mean!” whispered her parents, partly in 
despair—partly, we thought, in triumph that their complaints 
were so obviously well-justified. 

So what to do? Betty’s age is an important factor here. 
Such negative behavior is, alas, quite common and more 
or less to be expected when the child is 2% years of age. 
If all goes well it will then last only a few months and thus 
can be handled palliatively. Just get through the time as 
comfortably as you can until she is three. 

\ But Betty is nearly five. This meant that things had gone 
much too far for much too long, and that something would 
have to be done. 
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THE CARE AND HANDLING of a negative child is a 
delicate and complex matter. It requires much skill from 
his parents. We shall discuss various aspects of this problem 
from time to time. Today we will take up one simple thing 
which parents can do in dealing with such a child. 

Betty’s parents told us that when they left the Institute 
they had promised to take her to a restaurant for dinner. It 
will be embarrassing, they said, because she always insists 
on sitting in a high chair at restaurants and eating like a 
baby. And they always have to let her have the high chair, - 
or she will make a terrible scene. ‘

PRESCRIPTION: This one is easy. Stay away from 
restaurants until she can behave in a reasonable manner. 

Betty also acts very badly in stores, they told us. She 
grabs things off counters, knocks over signs, is rude to sales- 
people. And if anyone tries to stop her she has a temper 
tantrum. 

Again the prescription is simple: Don’t take her shopping. 

Such simple remedies do not, of course, begin to get at 
the heart of the matter, but they represent a type of environ- 
mental handling which can be very helpful and effective in 
dealing with the contrary child, Nearly all parents are afraid 
of public scenes. The bright contrary child knows this. 

You can make a start at getting things back into line by 
staying out of public places and public situations.

ECENTLY historians, biogra- 

phers, and librarians took up 

the argument again. Was Ann 
Rutledge really the great love 
in Abraham Lincoln's life, or 
was the Rutledge story a myth 
as Mrs. Lincoln had contended? 
Again the historians reviewed the 
women who were close to the 
martyred President, his sweet- 
heart, his foster mother, his wife. 
Once again, the forgotten woman 
in Lincoln’s life went unnoticed. 
Not a sweetheart, mother, or 
wife, but a woman who may have 
had more influence on him and 
on the conduct of the Civil War 
than any other person. 


The story of Anna Ella Car- 
roll has been told in part several 
times, but it. is only in a newly 
released book, “Anna Ella Car- 
roll and Abraham Lincoln,” by 
historians Sydney Greenbie and 
Marjorie Barstow Greenbie, that 
the complete and rather amazing 
story is recounted fully. The book 
portrays Anna Carroll as not only 
a prominent political writer of 
her day but as adviser to govern- 
mental leaders, designer of Un- 
ion strategy that turned the tide 
of the war, and the real, though 
neglected heroine of that con- 
flict. Moreover, for all her ac- 
complishments, she was no man- 
nish militant suffragette but a 
redheaded charmer, who re- 
ceived proposals of marriage 
from Presidents Buchanan and 
Fillmore. 

Fourteen years of painstaking, 
difficult research have gone into 
this book, difficult because so 


many of the facts were either 


missing or shrouded in mystery. 
In spite of the evidence of impor- 
tant work by Anna Ella Carroll in 
the Library of Congress—pam- 
phlets written in Lincoln’s behalf 
against such formidable oppo- 
nents as Senator John Breckin- 
ridge and Charles Sumner, an 
able pamphlet, “Powers of the 
General Government,” which de- 
fined for the first time the spe- 
cial wartime powers of the Presi- 
dent—there was little personal 
information about her. : 
The more they delved into rec- 
ords, searched for correspond- 
ence, and huntéd through attics 
of Carroll descendants, the more 
convinced the authors became 
that much of the neglect was de- 
liberate. Their ultimate conclu- 
sion is that the real story of Anna 
Ella Carroll was not told during 
her lifetime because to credit her 
would have been to discredit 
many of the public heroes of the 
day, among them Gen. Ulysses S. 
Grant. Finally, they were able 
to reconstruct the life and unus- 
ual accomplishments of their un- 
usual heroine, 
*. £2 
BOUT the time that the 5- 
year-old Abraham Lincoln was 
living in a crowded one-room 
cabin, Anne (as her family called 
her) was born in a 22-room pala- 
tial Maryland home. There were 
150 slaves on the Carroll planta- 
tion, and Anne, fed by a Negro 
wet nurse, grew up believing that 
people always came in pairs, a 
white person and a Negro the 
— age to accompany and serve 
em. 


When Lincoln was clerking in 
a New Salem (Ill.) store, Anne’s 
father was the Governor of Mary- 
land and she was taking an ac- 
tive interest in political affairs. 
She and her father read William 
Blackstone’s lectures on the Laws 
of England, coincidentally about 
the time that the 23-year-old Lin- 
coln, back; from the Black Hawk 
War, bought a barrel of junk 
from a peddler and discovered in 
it a book that led to his choice 
of law as a career—Blackstone’s 
Commentaries. 


Ironically, considering her later 
interest in the slavery question, 
Anne Carroll’s family suffered re- 
verses because of non-profitable 
slave owning. When they lost 
their ancestral home and moved 
to a smaller, though still com- 
fortable home, Anne horrified her 
five younger sisters by announc- 
ing her intention of going to Bal- 
timore to work. In 1840, she took 
her first steamer trip across from 
Cambridge, received her first 
shocked look at a big city’s wa- 
terfront, and with the help of a 
Presbyterian minister, Robert 
Breckinridge, uncle of the Sen- 
ator she was to oppose, found a 
genteel, ladylike abode. 

She soon went to work at a 
job which a woman could perform 
without disgrace — writing at 
home. Her writing was for the 
railroads and she became a kind 
of early day public relations 
counsel for that industry. But 
writing was not enough of a Ca- 
reer for her. In Baltimore, she 
heard Daniel Webster speak, met 
Henry Clay at the convention of 
1840, and by the next convention, 
she, like Abraham Lincoln, was 
an ardent Whig, campaigning for

wholesale buying of votes of new- 
ly naturalized citizens. The 
scheme was rumored to have been 
abetted by James Buchanan and, 
although he had. paid marked 
social attention to Anne, she be- 
came his political enemy. Anoth- 


er of her admirers, Millard Fill- | 


more, was better favored polit- 
ically by her. 


In Anne’s first decade as a 
career woman, she wrote several 
books on problems of the day and 
saw numerous rapid changes, in 
the spread of railroading, the ad- 
vent of the telegraph, the dis- 
covery of gold in California, and 
the fluctuation of political par- 
ties. Lincoln and others withdrew 
from the Whig party long before 
she did, and, oddly enough, she 
was not an early follower of Lin- 
coln’s. She had supported John 
Botts for the nomination Lincoln 
received, and in the beginning 
had little faith in Lincoln’s lead- 
ership. 

As it became a choice between 
the secessionists and Lincdin, 
however, she was drawn to his 
side. When Senator Breckinridge 
denounced Lincoln, she wrote her 
fiery reply, a document which led 
to the arrest of Maryland seces- 
sionist friends of Breckinridge. 
By 1861, she was close enough to 
Lincoln to be sent by him as an 
unofficial observer to St, Louis. 
Anne had relatives in St. Louis 
and in the past had always looked 
forward to her happy visits here 
—‘‘mint juleps with friends in the 
garden, ices and drinks at the 
Planter’s Hotel ... perhaps a 
moonlight excursion in a steam- 
boat on the Mississippi.” 


Now St. Louis was a hotbed of 
secesssionist activities and the 
Mississippi was the object of 


keen military interest. Anne vis- 
ited the Mercantile Library, os- 
tensibly to work on her writing, 
but actually to draw out the 
South - sympathizing _ librarian. 
Many of the taunts of the South- 
erners concerned the impregnabil- 
ity of the Mississippi fortresses. 
The Administration was planning 
on assaulting them on armored 
boats, designed by James Eads 
and built low to the water. Anne 
heard contempt and distrust for 
these “mud turtles” among expe- 
rienced river men, mainly based 
on the fact that they could ad- 
vance down the river but if dis- 
abled could not come back under

NE NIGHT, alternately study- 

ing and praying over the Un- 

ion Army’s problem—the un- 
changing southward flow of the 
Mississippi — Anne noticed the 
Tennessee river which flowed 
north. The idea struck her that by 
using the Tennessee to transport 
troops, the Mississippi fortresses 
could be attacked overland from 
the rear, but it seemed such an 
obvious idea that she was sure 
there must be something wrong 
with it. But the more she talked 
with her friend, Judge Lemuel 
Evans, of Texas, and Charles 
Scott, a St. Louis riverboat pilot 
she had met, the more feasible 
it seemed.

NNE’S last year, while not as 

tragic as those of Grant, Fre- 

mont and other Civil War fig- 
ures, was one of disappointment. 
An intended marriage to her life- 
long friend, Judge Evans, was 
postponed. While friends referred 
to her publicly as “the great un- 
recognized member of Lincoln’s 
Cabinet,” recognition never did 
come to her. 

In 1880 just before President 
Garfield’s inauguration, a bill was 
drawn up to pay her “the sums 
and emoluments given .by the 
Government to major generals of 
the United States” from 1861 on, 
but before the bill could be 
passed Garfield had been assassi- 
nated and a new bill replacing it 
entitled her to a pension of only 
$50 a month. Her friends ex- 
ploded angrily but Anne by this 
time was suffering from paraly- 
sis. In the course of her illness, 
her trunk and papers disappeared 
mysteriously. A story about her 
work appeared in the North 
American Review, but a book she 
hoped to write about association 
with Lincoln was never started. 
She died in 1893. 

Just why Anne’s achievements 
were played down and in some 
cases concealed is still a mystery. 
Mrs. Lincoln was not influential 
in her problem, apparently, al- 
though she was jealous of her. On 
one occasion when Lincoln jok- 
ingly asked his wife if he might 
talk to Miss Carroll at a social 
gathering, she snapped, “Particu- 
larly not to Miss Carroll.” 

Perhaps the secret of Anne’s 
anonymity is best explained in a 
letter written by Senator Ben- 
jamin Wade who had not always 
agreed with Anne but tried to 
help her in this instance. 

“The truth is, your services 
were so great, they cannot be 
comprehended by the ordinary 
capacity of our public men,” 
Wade wrote. “And then again, 
your services were of such a 
character that they threw a 
shadow over the reputations of 
some of our would-be great men.” 

The authors feel that Lincoln 
meant to recognize her eventually 
and that he did recognize her in 
one respect, In Francis B. Car- 
penter’s picture of the Emancipa- 
tion Proclamation, Lincoln is de- 
picted with his Cabinet members.

South opened the bidding with 
one spade, to avoid the need for 
“reversing,” and North, feeling 
that at the 90 score, scientific ap- 
proaching might be futile, leaped 
straight to six spades.

After thinking, South led a di- 
amond to his hand and returned 
a small trump toward dummy. The 
queen covered West’s ten, and 
East took the trick. Declarer won 
East’s diamond exit, went to the 
club ace and finessed against the 
jack of trymps. When the trump 
nine held, South drew East’s jack, 
established his own heart suit by 
one ruff in dummy, and claimed 
the slam contract. 

Offhand, it looks like a pure 
guess, whether South should fi- 
nesse on the second round of 
trumps or bang down the queen 
in the hope that West started with 
Jack-ten. At best, many amateur 
mathematicians. will say, South 
had only a tiny edge when he 
elected to finesse. But they are 
wrong, There is no space here to 
discusg the complicated formula 
involved, but take my word for 
it—when, on the low trump lead 
toward dummy, West plays the 
jack or ten’ and East wins with 
the ace, it becomes 9 to 5 in 
South’s favor to finesse against 
the missing honor rather than to 
play for the drop. 

But this is not the only “catch” 
in the hand. Before the finesse vs. 
drop angle crops up, South must 
choose between leading a low 
trump from dummy toward the 
king, or proceeding as he did. Ob- 
serve that South’s technique was 
correct because (a) there was an 
equal chance that either defender 
had the blank ace; and (b) if it 
had been East who had the blank 
minor honor, South couldn’t have 
done a thing about it. The nine in 
South’s hand, and the fact that 
the eight was missing, made all 
the difference.

The recent. dormitory raids 
had their inception in bore- 
dom, not in high spirits, As for 
sex, that was scarcely a factor, 
despite the thefts of lingerie.

What was it the college boys 
wanted to destroy? I doubt if 
they knew. They simply wanted 
to break the law, any law, all 
regulations, conventions and 
barriers, to defy authority, to 
assert themselves. They stole 
women’s underwear because 
that was the most outrageous 
thing they could think of; it 
was even more satisfying than 
destroying property, since 
broke through all the tabus at 
once. A piece of lingerie became 
a symbol of their contempt and 
rebellion.
